In delivering his charge to the grand 
jury. Judge Walker took occasion If) 
pay a beautiful tribute to tho late 
Judge Micah C. Saufloy, wbicli was 
Mid bv many of those present to be 
one of tbe flaest things of tbe kind 
tliey had ever beard, ilis iv nor then 
pnieeeded tooatiioetbe bistorv and 
parpooe of the frrand jarr and the 
qoaUdeaUoaS off the jarors. After a 
deSoltioa of the eta s aes Into which | 
offeases SBlsrht he divided he faitboi i 
cbarieed the Jury- to tovestlcate ail | 
public officers sad paMfe baildings, 
especially tbe j^iland the work bouse. 
Judge Walker called the specific at- 
tention of the grand jury t<» the fish 
and game laws, the laws against sel- 
ling adulterated and unwholesome 
food, and tbe necessity of a rlffid en- 
forcement of tbe local (splion laws. 

We give below that portion of Judge 
Walker's instruction pertaisiing to the 
illegal sale of liQuor. 

The sale by retail of intoxicating 
liquors is prohibited by law in this 
county, except by licensed drutrgists 
on the prescription of a regular practi- 
sing physician and it is your duty to 
Investigate, and if they are otherwise 
s(>ld, you will indict tbe guilty parties 
so that they may he hrssi^ to trial 
in this court. 

It is the duty of every good citizMi 
to promote temperance in all things 
In every pos.<-ible way. Some people 
are intemperate in the excessive use 
off latoxicants, others In nor-tntoxi- 
leaati^ others in eating and others in 
the Isteanperate aae of tbeir v k> 
toagnes la ths a l snd er sad abase of 
their asighheis, and thsir greea eves 
of envy and JsalMny aad Maefc hearts 
of prejudice and bate caaaot staad to 
see their fellow citizens prosper, but 
iii£j prefer to keep all others on a 
lower^^^vel wit^ themselves, rather 
than lo undertake to rise to a higher 
plane of goodness and truth. Tbev 
rt j'lice in the adversity of those whom 
<Jod has made in his own image and 
sorrow and grow mad at tbe advance- 
ment of their fellow man. And all 
this In the face of the only command- 
ment which the Master saw tit to add 
to those delivered to Moses on Mount 
Sinai "Love thy neighbor as thyself." 
I care not what may be your individ- 
ual optoloa oa the SMWid faestion as 
to how Is the beat wi^ to strive tbe 
driak pvoWeai. SiMaeof yanawy ad- 
vocate prohibliioa, SMae Mgh license, 
and otheis local opUon, hnt yoa can a! 1 
airree thai ao deesnt mam cam defend 
in morals the low dire salooa or tbe 
blind tiger. Happily for as we have 
not the former with which to contend, 
but tbe latter is ever with us. I desire 
now to warn tbe keepers of such 
places that they must cease such prac- 
tises in this district or suffer the pen- 
alties prescribed by tbe law. 

I trust that they will desist because 
1 assure ycu that it will be no 
pleasure to me to administer punish- 
ment to tbe poor wretches who con- 
duct such rendezvous of vice and 
crime, but it suMt he dune unless tliey 
stop. They are nwnsce to Uis com- 
munity and BMwe espeelally to the 
colored popn laU s n and the yontlis of 
tbe land. Tlwra are ao sondHlons 
that have so I sws s sd aad destroyed 
tbe best tetersitssffUwnepo rase in 
Central Keutneky tfena has tlie estab- 
lishment of these hot beds of ciime- 
You go to a community where tbey 
exist, and you will find this race, al- 
ready suffering under the yoke of for- 
mer slavery, still lield by the greater 
bondage of moral turpitude producing 
idle criminals. Where these practices 
have been wiped out you find an Im- 
dustrious, bard working class, under- 
taking to earn tbeir bread by tbe 
sweat of their brows. However, it is 
on tbe character and lives of the youth 
that these haunts of evil have tlieir 
mostdreadf ul operations. Tlw yonng 
man will dodge tlwtaloon, where he 
knows lhat thsgsassf the pnhiie is 
fizsd, nnt in ths stUlnMs o( the night, 
whsn hs eoneeives that his pnaata 
are at hxmm a s la s f a nd aaeaas elu a a of 
bis acts, that he will be drawn Into 
these secret and hidden places where 
he not only contracts tbe evil of the 
drink habit, but where be comes in 
contact with other forms of tempta- 
tions and wrong doing. These places 
can be stopped and must be destroyed. 
I can say. not boastingly but truth- 
fully, that since I have been City At- 
torney of Lancaster, that we have had 
no blind timers there, I do nob take 
this credit entirely to myself, but ev- 
ery member of the city administra- 
tion, who was associated with me 
should tiave egoal, if not naNre oredit 
than myself. TMs residt was soomi- 
plished withoat shedding ens Anap of 
bumaa Mo od and withwn msbb earning 
as BiBch ssa bfssflrof the paaee. I 
mention this to show yoa that It is 
pofisible to preveat these dives. It is 
easy to say that we ahonld not have 
blind tigers, and that jou should In- 
dict them and put a stop to them. It 
is easy to tell what should be done, 
but we must know bow to do it. In 
this alone esa we arwiftieh seme- 
thing. 

Tou are to be tbe judge, but I doubt 
if it is wise to summons boys before 



the grand jury to ask them general 
qaestioas as to tbe violatioa off the 
lUgaor laws. Tbey are la leagae with 
tliaheepers oi these resorts aot to tel!; 
sad I sometisMB think that the evil 
wliieh comes froai soch a seliooi of 
perjury U greater thaa say good that 
is reached la iadiaa iadlctawnlr. 

I desire however, tasngacat a coarse 
of p roce e da t e to yea Tan irtU irst 
loeats these plaees, sasMaoas two or 
three of tiM best bmw tn m each 
nefghborhood lo yonr eunnty aad ask 
tiiom if tbey kaow or iMve lieard of 
any blind ti^teraor other violatioBS of 
the law ill their aectioaa. If Ibey 
have, iuvestigaie tliuroaghly. 

Ascertain who frrqaeats tVm. 
Have t'lese pr-op'e summoned, ai.d b - 
fore you br'giii to q!!e.-:l lor tl.-. m, sv,i i: 
Ibs'm of the terrible 'tsu'tsi f I

make tbe .same request of the sheriff.

There is another matter along this 
line to which I de.-ire to direct your 
attention. There has sprung up what 
are known as "soft drink stands,' 
where malt lipuors containing a smal 
per cent of aicoboi are sold. The eourt 
of appeals hss deeidsd that where 
these liqaors are aoa-iatoaisatiag and 
coatsia leM thaa 2 per cunt at aleohoi 
tbeir saleeaanotbe prsfsnted nnder 
tbe local option laws. Hawaver. I in 
struct you to invest igste tlMSC place 
carefully, and when you And that an> 
one has become drunk by the use of 
ar.y drink sold at. these stands, you 
will indict the proprietor for selling 
inli xicating liqutirs. You will also 
see that tbey have lieen running or- 
derly houses, and if they huve pci- 
milted idle and immoral persons ti 
habitual y loaf around tbeir places 
for ao unreasonable length of time, or 
have permitted loud neises or other 
breaches of tbe peace therein to the 
anaofsaee or distorbaaee of good cit 
izeas, yoa will report tlw twla to tbe 
coBununweslths a tt e msv, aad if he 
thinks he caa seeare a convletlon, yon 
will indiettheownarof the premise 
and tbase in cingga for sisint lining a 
nuiaanee. 

laeoaelaaion I oeg taiamaes apon 
yon the hnportaaeeaad resipsnslhility 
of yoor fsslUon as graad jarorr Up- 
on your propw condnet depends the 
enjoyment In a large measure of the 
great blessings that have come to us 
thiough the ages of the past. Our 
great ibeities ana free institutions 
were not handed to us as manna from 
Heaver, but have been won and main- 
tained by tbe blcod of our fathers and 
tbe hardships and struggles of our 
mothers. Inch by inch and step by 
step they have been gained, and real- 
izing this great cost and tbe many 
sacrifices made for tbem, we should 
deeply appreciate our eaviroanients 
by doing all that in oar power lies to 
perform well oar parti^ in whatever 
station In life we any ha eaBsd.

As grand 
jurors you should know neither friend 
nor foe, but you should fearlessly and 
conscientiously do your whole dnty. 
Yuu should neither wroagflMy pro- 
tect or reward a friend aor najastly 
punish or wrong afoa. Bat sa set. 
that all shaUkaaw that ths rlsh and 
poweifkd ahaU eksatve year r%htful 
oBsadates and the poor and weak 
shall feel tbe influence of yonr pro- 
tection and strength. Real pleasure 
only comes in doing what we think is 
right. We have thought that we 
foond pleasure In the follies of youth, 
but we look back from the stage of 
manhood but to warn tbe coming gen- 
eration from such mistaken ideas. 
We may think that we can find pleas- 
ure in the luxuries of life, but we in 
dulge only to learn that such Is vanity. 
Real pieasore only comes in doing 
good for others and in duty well per- 
formed, which when done, we can re- 
lire to the' love and affection of our 
own families with a clear cocscience, 
that sball bring to us peace on earth 
and lasting hops for an stenMl reward.
